otherwise specifically provided by statute, pleadings need not be verified or accompanied by
affidavit

The applicant is only required to have an attorney sign the application, if they are heing represented by an
attorney.

As we have met the requirements for the issuance of a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity,
we are asking that the Commission issue the CPCN or provide us with an update as to the status of our

application
